embezzel'd, and the like— But when the

- Placerwas obtain'd, HOW little Care was 
caken to proſecure for the Nation. 

In this Caſe, I think, a late Parliament 
laid a very good Precedent in the Caſe of 
Petitions in EleQions, Viz- That if upon 
Hearing, the Petition ſhould appear fri- 
volous and vexatious, the Petitioner ſhould 
pay the Charges of the Perſon petitioned 
againſt, and be farther puniſh'd at the 
Pleaſure of the Houſe. 

GOD forbid, but the Miſ- behaviour of 
all Men in publick Offices in the Govern- 
ment ſhould receive its due Cenſyre in your 
Houſe, Off-nders be brought to Juſtice, 
ard no Man is too big for your Cognizance. 

GOD forbid, Gentlemen, that the Mif- 
managements of all Sorts, in any of the 
Perſons employ'd by Her Majefty, duly en- 
quir'd into, and fairly prov'd, ſhould pais 
unpuniſh'd ; if our Generals abroad, or 
Srateſmen at home, have broke the Laws, 
betray'd their Truft, embezzel'd, or miſap- 
ply'd, Amen, Let them account to them, 
to whom they ought to account, and let 
them fall a Sacrifice to their own Folly and 
Knavery. 

But if the Houſe will but be pleas'd to 
determine ſomething ſuitable to be awarded 


to a falſe Accuſer, to him that blafts with ' 


the Breath, but comes not near enough to 
bite with his Teethz if your Honours will 
impeach every Criminal, and proſecute C- 
very Impeachment, and ſevercly puniſh e- 
very frivolous, vexatious Complainer z this 
would daſh the H+pes of a firong Party, 
that are now contriving Miſchief againſt 
their Neighbcursz this would exalt Par- 
liamentary Juſtice, and make all 'your 
Work eafie; it would clear up the Place 
from the Poiſons of Envy and Malice, which 
infett the Air round about you; it would 
make you be a true Source of Juſtice 3 no 
honeft Man would be afraid of you, nor no 
Knave wouid ſhelter himſelf uvder your 
Shaduw.
